.The man most talked about in 
Wasliington is Downey, representative 
in Congress of Wyoming territory, m Iio 
Las introduced tlie following bill into 
'Congress : 

Whereas llio people of the United 
States are a Christian people and 
firmly believe in God the father Al- 
mighty, Maker of Heaven and Earth ; 
and in Jesus Christ His only Son our 
Lord j who was conceived by the Holy 
Ghost, born of tbo "Virgin Mary j suf- 
fered under Pontius Pilate, was" cruci- 
fied, dead and buried ; Ho descended 
into Hell, the third day ho arose from 
the dead ; He ascended into Heaven, 
and sittetli on the right hand of Ciod 
the Father Almighty ; from tlioi'.co he 
shall conic to Judge tlie quick and dead; 
and believe in the Holy Ghost, tlie 
Holy Catholic Church, the communion 
of saints, tbo forgiveness of sln^^, (he 
resurrection of the body, and the life 
everlasting. ' Amen. Therefore, 

Be it enacted by the Senate and 
House of Representatives of the 
■United States of America in congress 
assembled that the sum of §500,000, or 
BO much thereof as may bo necessary, 
bei £ind the snnio is hci eby, appropri- 
ated, out of any lunJs in tliu Treasury 
not otberwi' "' iippvopriatcd, to bo ex- 
penden under -li- direutiou of the 
■ -Arcliitoit of the Capitol, to comincnior- 
atc in suitable paintings by the great 
living artists of this century upon the 
walla of the National Capitol the birth, 
life, death and resurrection of our 
Saviour Jesus Christ, aa told in the 
foui- gospels of Muthcw, Mark, Luke 
and John. 

Downey, after reading liis hill, said : 
"In support of its provisions I liave 
the honor to ofler the following argu- 
ment entitled 'Tlie Inunortals' — dedi- 
cated to the Con,r;ress of the Cnited 
States." Without delivering hi;; so- 
called arfjument, he askod leave to have 
it printed in the liecord. This was 
gi'anted, as are all such requests. J udge 
of the amazement of Congress to see in 
the Congressional Record next morn 
ing, beginning on the first page, an epic 
poem, as ambitious as Milton, as sul- 
phurous ns Dante, as long as Pollock's 
"Course of Time," and as Catholic as 
any book in print. Over the poem in 
the Record are printed tlio words, 
"Copyright ISSO, by Stcjihon W. 
Downey. All rights reserved." it 
will puzzle the most skillful searcher to 
find any rule of the House requiring 
_argunients to be made e.Kclusively or 
even partially in prose. And yet it is 
a novel idea to see a debate embel- 
lished by a poem in blank ver.so of 
three thousand lines. Next wo may 
expect to hear performed in debate a 
solo on the violin or flute, giving in 
"the music of the future" the aspir- 
ations of some high-soaring member's 
burdened soul. 



MR. GLAJ)iSTOi\E AND AUSTRIA. 

Mr. Gladstone's reputation as a di- 
plomat has suffered sadly in conse- 
quence of his recent apology to Austria 
for words uttered during the heat of 
the political canvass reflecting on the 
foreign policy of that important ally 
of Great Britain. It appears now that 
the apologetic letter was diplomati- 
cally demanded by Austria. The let- 
■ ter was penned after the receipt of a 
communication made by Count Kar- 
OLYi and it is regarded in the 
Austrian capital as a full recognition 
of the comiilete triumph of Baron H.A.Y- 
MEKLe's policy. Austria is justly ex- 
ultant, w^hile Mr, Gladstone has low- 
ered the influence of English .states- 
men, discredited his own ministry and 
iiTetrievably damaged hiniself. It is 
fortunate for him tliat. the parliamen- 
tary recess may give time for the un- 
pleasant incident to lie .somewhat for- 
gotten before the House meets again. 
It may bo interesting to relate how- 
Mr. Gladstone was led to apply the 
expression "hands ofl" to Austria. The 
correspondent of u Vienna paper hap- 
pened to be in Edinhurgh and seeing 
a crowd around ISlr. Gladstoxk's car- 
riage at tho hotel door determined to 
hazard sending his card up to the lib- 
eral leader. Ho was received by Mr. 
Gladstone, who seemed to be much 
excited. He said he was glad to have 
an opportunity to express his opinion 
on foreign affair.s. jMrs. G'ladsto.xk, 
who vvds pre.'^ent and wns about to go 
out to amko some visits said to her 
hus^iartd, Mj'dear, — "you have no time 
to atay." Ho reoHcd, "'Oh yea, I can 
speak two thousand words in ten niin- 
ute-^ and I havo !;sven minutes to 
spare." Turning io !.l:o correspondent 
he then snoke rapidly and excitedly, 
telling Iiim how he hated Micttkunicii 
and all thatroraindod him of Metter- 
Nicii's system. He was energetic when 
he uttered tho threat "hands offl" to 
Austria. Tho letter to Count Karoyli 
is his penance for an ill-considered men- 
ace.

"To THE Editor of The CoLbKiet: — 
Sir, — We have tho bydraiilio mania 
cropping out. The Waverley Co.- on 
Grouse Creek and auothor company on 
the North fork of Quesncllo ask for a 
grant of four miles of ground and un- 
disputed rigiit to five thousand inches 
of water, taken at the lake, with pow- 
er to charge 20 cents an inch for it, 
and all that for a term of 50 years. 
Now, what do these companies jn'O- 
pose to do in e.xchange for this valuable 
franchise? Simply to cut a ditch to 
their own location, not of capacity to 
carry 5000 inches. No, for in the 
first place if they were boiled down tho 
amount of money necessary for the 
completion of tho work could not bo 
got out of them ; and furtheraioro that 
would look too much like business. 

It is well known hero that some 
C'liinamen contemplated opening a 
claim there, so it was deemed a good 
chance for speculation. Our money 
kings (I) rush in to got a monopoly, for 
a monopoly of nearly the whole North 
Fork would be such a grant as is asked 
for. Then what ! Sell out to tho 
highest bidder, of course ! 

Now, jMr. Editor, tho majority of 
nnners hero in Cariboo consider our 
mining laws, as they are, quite liberal 
enough. Furthermore, wo enter our 
pretest against the ceding away, for a 
lonj,' term of years by tho government, 
to any person or persons that to which 
each and all have a natural right — the 
mining lands and the water necessary 
for working tlioui. Another thing is, 
I do not tliink wo have any right to 
legislate for the next generation, not to 
mention tho second or third,as 50 years 
implies. 

[f a grant is given at all ten years is 
quite long enough; ton cents an inch is 
quite as much as any ground can afford 
to pay for water in order that it may 
yield anything to the owners, and ten 
cents would pay an enormous interest 
on tho capital required to put the 
whole thing in running ordeiv One 
who is intfai'csted lias said that 
he would engage to nniko tho ditch 
for .?IjO0O. Now if wo allow five times 
that — say ."iiilio.OOO will bo much nearer, 
then count 5000 inches of water a 
day for 200 days at 10 cents an 
inch and wc find the snug little sum of 
3100,000 per annum! No doubt it 
will be urged that the ground has been 
lying idle during the last few years 
We will admit that it was vacant be- 
cause other places were more tempting 
Now, however, that the rich- 
er placers, so far as known, 
arc about exhausted, ^ men are 
turning their attention more to the 
))crliaps slower but surer mode of 
hydraulic mining. Consequently it 
would bo wrong to grant monopolies of 
tho water required to do the work 
Tho day is at hand when hundreds of 
men will bo glad to find a place to 
open up ground such as is on Ques- 
nello without asking any other security 
than is afforded by the mining laws of 
British Columbia.

"ThrouffhtoYalo." 

To THE Editor of The Colonist 
Sir, — Your articles on this momentous 
subject commend themselves to every 
man who has invested in j)roperty or 
goods in this handsome little cit}-, 
The e.xfhango of cargoes and the de- 
tention of mails and passengers at New 
Westminster have been for many years 
a standing reproach to the companies 
who control the carrying trade between 
Mainland and Island,- and tho system 
has proved a serious injury and draw- 
back to the entii-o province. I observe 
tlmt tho Hudson Bay Company officers 
have, in a measure, yielded to tho 
popular pressure and propose to make 
tri-weekly trips between Victoria and 
New Westminster, and to make close 
connections at New Westminster with 
river steamers. This arrangement 
will be mere .satisfactory than tho old 
one, but it will not preven't the trans- 
shipment of goods and cattle at New 
Westminster, and the temptation for 
ocean steamers to go to that port is 
not in the least reduced. 

I was on the Hudson Bay wliai-f on 
Wednoadiy night and saw nearly a 
scoro of men tugging at a -JOOO lb. 
safe and other heavy goods 
dc slined for Yalo, and when I reflect- 
ed that the same goods had to he dis- 
charged at New Westminster and tug- 
ged on board another steamer bound 
for Yale, I stood aghast at tho unwis- 
dom of au arrangement which requires 
goods to bo handled twice on the way 
to their destination when once would 
suffice. At Engelhardt's wharf the 
Slope was lying the same evening with 
steam up, She was loaded with freight 
and passengers which she ■\vill land at 
Yale this afternoon many hours in ad- 
vance of tho otiier lines at a lower 
rate and earn a larger profit. 

I ho)ie, Mr. Editor, that you will 
continue your efforts to reform • this 
great abuse from the effects of whicli 
wo havo suffered bo long. The press 
of Victoria is a credit to it for the 
manful way in which it has spoken on 
tbifl occasion in tho interests of the 
people and in opposition to a powerful 
monopolv.

Our Hungarian contemporaries re- 
port a neculiai'ly painful case of double 
suicide coramittetl by -tvyo shepherd 
boys, respectively nged ton antl twelve, 
near Karlsburg. These lads M-ero in 
charge of a flock of Khepji turned out to 
graze on some gra.ss land abutting upon 
the Karlsburg-Aiad Railway, and had 
been several times reproved by the 
wfitchm.an stationcil near their pastur- 
age ground for allowing tho sheep to 
stray on the line. On the Gth instant, 
just as the Arad express came in sight, 
several sheep had wandered down the 
embankment and were in immediate 
danger of being crushed by the train, 
from which, ho^\•evor, they were res- 
cued by tho timely intervention of tho 
watchman in (piestion, who, as soon as 
the train had |)a.s.sed, called u[) the 
boys and told them that he woulil have 
them severely punished for iieglfctiiig 
their duty and his repeated warnings. 
The terrified lads held consultation to- 
gether as to how they might escape the 
tln-eatcned pen.alty, and speedily came 
to tho conclusion that tho best way of 
getting rid of their scrape would In; to 
drown tlioiiisoIvcN. Ono of them had 
just had a new hut, adorned withu gay 
peacock's feather, given to liim, which 
lie sold for thirteen kreutzers to a 
littlo ]i('asant girl, who had been at 
play with the boys when the dreadful 
menuco of puuishmnnt was imparted to 
them. Witli tho price of this hat ho 
purchased some small loaves, and the 
three children sat down by the Maros 
to hold their "Pamona,"or dea.th-fea.st, 
and this being terminated, tlie boys 
climbed the para[iet of tho jMaros 
bridge, tlieir tiny playmate counted 
aloud "'one, two, three,'' and at the 
word "threo"spraiig, haiul-in-hand, into 
the river, sinking immediately under 
the broken ice with wliich the surface 
of the rapid stream was partially cov- 
ered.

[From the fall -Mall Guzetto.j 
It willbe interesting to see how much 
the four iron clads which the Admiral- 
ty have decided to sell out of the ser- 
vice will fetch. Peru, being at pre- 
sent engaged in war, will presumably 
not be allowed to be a purchaser, or 
she would probably make a high bid 
for them ; and manned by a Peruvian 
crew, or perhaps it would bo more cor- 
rect to say by a crew of the ofTicers 
and men .serving in the Peruvian navy, 
oven the weakest of the four vessels 
would probably be found still capable 
of rendering good service. The ships 
to bo sold are the Research, Pallas, 
Favorite and Enterprise, and with tho 
exception of the last named they are 
all larger than, and all ore as heavily 
armored a.s, tho now well known 
Huascar. The Research, 2,253 tons, 
was launched in 18G3, tho cost with 
her engines, r.i.tlicr over ,C65,000 ; the 
Favorite, l,',09;i tons, was launched in 
18G5, and cost, with her machiuery, 
£173,000 ; The Pallas, 2,372 tons, was 
launched in 1865, and cost ^200,000 ; 
while tho small ^Enterprise, 993 tons, 
was launchod in 186-1, and cost £60,- 
000. Two of the ships, the Pallas and 
the Research, wore in Commission last 
year, having only paid ofT in July last; 
the former after having served seven 
and tho latter for eight years in suc- 
cession in the Rtediterraneau. The 
other two iroii-clads, the Enterprise 
and the Favorite, have long boon con- 
demned as unlit for sea service. All 
four vessels are built of wood, and are 
armored with lour and a half inch 
plates, find are constructed on the box 
battery .system.

PROPOSED LOAN FOR WATER 
WORKS PURPOSES. 



THE MAYOR A^^D COUNCIL BEG 
to pluce l>eEoio tlie Katepiiyeis the 
schoniu.of the NVator Works Eiitjineer for 
putting tho City Water Works in .a coiii- 
vplete' condition. ' 

To carry out tho work a loan of Si70,H00 
it> ncceasiivy, and the fulh)«-iiig purticubirs 
phico tho mutter as cluavlj" as poKdible be- 
fore tho Ratepayers for their jiulginent 
theroon. Should tho loan bocflccteil and 
the work carried out tlio iiicroaso in water 
. repts rosultuig therefrom will be about 
20 per cent. Thia increase within" two 
■ years will bo ample to meet the amount 
• iinnually required for interctit and sinkiuLj 
fund of tho loan. The Water Works at 
present arc heavily indebted to tho City 
for amounts taken from .genoi-ai revenue 
for reconstruction of tho head works. 
....This expenditure was necessary in onler 
•\ to. continue the present supply of wator 
and to prevent the entire destruction of 
the previously constructed works at liea- 

■ vcr Lake. Tlio said expenditure lias ab- 
sorbed nearly tho whole of tiio surplus ro- 
venuo of tlio City for the current year, 
and should it not bo rep.iid by moans of 
a loan further works on streets will be 
iiiipossible without increased taxation. 

■ Tho" loan of §70,000 is intended to carry 
out tho scheme of tlio- Water Works En- 
gineer and to repay to tho general revenue 
for public works the amount already ex- 
pended at tliQ damand elsewhere, which 
ia nearly l(!l5,000. •

that after taking into cmisideraliou tho 
probable largo incro.aso of population, 
- and to guard against the necessity of 
being compelled to onUivge tho jnain con- 
duit pipe for many j'ears, 

I would suggest that it will bo necess- 
ary to adopt the principle of a Iiigh and 
low service reservoir a.i; I iiud that tlie 
In'gh Horvico roscrvnii- to be ell'octivo 
must bo constructed at an elevation above 
tho level of tho water in Elk Lake, and 
hi'rirdcr to obtain tho delivery i^f tli" 
greatest quantity of water in tlio City and 
tu efl'ootively tiupply the high levels I 
iv;.i:ld ;ui r.ojt lUat the 11 inch main bo 
• iuii>.l -m Dou,Ti.i'! street along Pun- 
(I'jia street, say to uiio neighborhood of 
the J>-)y.". il'^3(.'ital, us lliat would 'give 
un ekv ■. ,,.1 of 13f) feet above liigh water 
mark sufliciently high to supply all the 
thickly populated parts of the City. 

A reservoir built at llio point suggcitcd 
would have tho following advantages: 
The level of tho water in tlio reservoir 
would bo 58 feet below tho level 
of tho water in Elii Lake, and 48 
feet will bo availablu fot tho delivery 
of water from tho abovo source wliich 
will give a theoretical deliveiy of 37,000 
gallons per hour; running continually will 
give a supply suflicient for a population of 
30,000 inhabitant.s allowing 25 gallons 
per head por day and by discharging 37,- 
OOO gallons per hour 10 foot abovo the 
level of the water in Roson'oir and by 
causing it to pass through a hydraulic en- 
gine it will develop suflicient power to 
raise 3,000 gallons por hour tlirough a 
. 6 inch pipe into the high service reser- 
voir which may bo built on the high rock 
at tlic top of Fort street, at an elevation 
of 200 foot abovo iiigh water mark, or 8 
feet above tho level of tho water in Elk 
Lnko, and that quantity would he suHi- 
cient for a population of 3,000 inhabit- 
ants. It is , intended that there will bo 
no connection between tho service pipes 
of higli and low service reservoirs except 
in case of lire, As to size of' reservoirs 
required, I would suggest that the low 
service reservoir bo built to hold 1,500,000 
gallon.s, or, say, 140 feet square and 12 
foot deep, and the high service one to 
hold GO, 000 gallons, or, .say, 30 feet square 
and 12 feet deep; and while selecting tlio 
best jilan for the construction of said re- 
servoirs I may add that in all well regu- 
lated cities it is an established principle 
that in building reservoirs to contain water 
for domestic uso they should be built so 
as to be able to contain the greatest quan- 
tity of water in the smallest possible area 
and covered so as to exclude the light, as 
light is very injurious to water stored in 
a reservoir and intended for domestic use; 
and to carry out that principle I propose 
to build tho rosorvoirs by blasting out 4 
feet of tho rock and using the rock pro- 
vided by that means for building the bal- 
ance of the wall, which would l)o 8 foot 
high, and that will make the reservoir 12 
feet deep, the roof to be supported liy c;iat 
iron columns. The cost of carrying out 
and completing the above scheme will not 
exceed !550,000, to which must be added 
§10,000 which will bo required to com- 
plete the filter beds; but should you hoc 
fit to adopt the proposed schomc I am 
prepared to furnish you detailed plans and 
. spccificAtions for the same. 
Y in 'conclusion I may add that I am 
iawaro that it is generally accepted as a 
fact that there is a natural reservoir at, the 
head of Fort street and that there is no- 
thing to do but to turn the water into it; 
but I find that to attempt to carry the 
water to one common reservoir that would 
partially supply the high levels tho dilTor- 
enco between tho level of tho water in 
reservoir and level of water in Elk Lake 
is EG Hiiiall, being only 25 feet, tho dili'er- 
enco in the quantity of water delivered in 
tho city by comparison would bo to one 
common reservoir at tlio high level, li>it 
not sufficiently high to be effccticvfoi nU the 
buUdingi, and from a head of 25 feet tho 
main conduit pipe will deliver 23,000 gal- 
lons per hour, and by the proposed Bchcme 
from a head of 48 feot the main conduitf 
pipo will dplivcr 37,000 por hour, 3,000 o 
which will be cflcctivc for tho highcs 
buildings on tho high levels, while tho r 
would also bo a .saving in pipe as well a 
a nioro effective pressure on tho city nini n 
in'cm;o of Cro. I am aware that Gol d 
stream has still some advocates who 
l)elicvi; liiat tho supply sliould have been 
ijbtained from that source; but without 
!;bopping to discuss that point I may say 
*ha{, from whatever source the supply is 
' i'!;iiii,:J., propf);eil selieine is equally 
requiroi'. l)y all.

A BYLAW 

To ertaUethe Corpomtion of the Cilij of 
Vidoricii to raise the simi of (870,000) 
Seventy Thousand Dollars for the p}tr- 
posesi therein set forth, 

WHEREAS THE MUNICIPAL COUN- 
cil of tho Corporation uf the City of 
Viitoria has resolved to raise the sum of 
Seventy Tiibtisarid Dollars to pay oif cer- 



tain debts due in refipect of tho Water 
Works of tlie said City and to extend the 
.said Water Works systeuvinto the suburbs 
of the said Oity.j ^iyj 'i " ;..f " i f , ' . 

And whereas 'it will require the suin of 
Six Tlious.ind Three Hundred and Forty 
DijUars to be raised annually by special, 
rate for tho payment of tho said debt and' 
interest, as is hereinafter mentioned. 

Ami whereas the amount of the whole 
rateable property of the said CorpoKition! 
of tho. City of Victoria- according to" th« 
last revised Assessment Roll being for tlioi 
year 187'.1 was $2,055,820, irrespective of 
any future increa.se of the ratoalile pro- 
perty of the -Municipality and of tiiiv in- 
come in the nature of tolls, interest or 
dividends from tliu work, and also irre- 
spective of any inconio from tho tempor- 
ary investments of the sinking fund or 
of any part thereof. 

And whereas for paying tho interest and 
creating a j'carly sinking fund for p.ayiiig 
the .said iirincipal of S70,000 and interest 
as heroiiiiifter mentioned, it will require 
an ecpKil annual special rate of one-fourth 
of one per cent, on the dollar. 

Be it TiiEKEroKK ENACTED by tho Mayor 
and Council of tho Corporation of the Ciity 
of Victoria: 

1. That it shall bo lawful for the Mayor 
of the City to raise by way of loan from 
any person nr persons, body or bodies 
corporate, who may be willing to advance 
tho same upon the credit of tho deben- 
tures hereinafter mentioned, a sum of 
money not exceeding in tho Avholo the 
sum of .?70,000, and cause tho .same to be 
p:ud into the hands of tlio Treasurer of 
the said Corporation for the purpowc ami 
with tlic object above recited. 

2. That it shall bo lawful for the said 
Mayor to cause any number of debentures 
to be made for such sums of money ns 
may bo required not less than §100 each, 
and that tho said debentures shall be 
S!;aled with the seal of tho said Corpora- 
tion of tho City of Victoria ;ind be signed 
by the Haiti Mayor. 

3. That the said debentures shall be 
nuule payable in twenty-five years at tho 
farthest from tho day heioinnftcr mon- 
ti'.uied fnr this Bylaw to take efl'cct at tho 
ntlice of the Treasurer of the Corporation 
of the said City cjf Victoria, and shall 
have attached to thorn coupons for tlu! 
payment of tho interest. 

4. Tliat tho said deliontiives shall bear 
intoroat at and after the rato of Seven per 
cent, por annum from tho date thorcof, 
'.ihich interest shall bo paj-ablo half-yearly 
at tho oftico of the Trcaauror of the Mu- 
nicipality. 

5. Tliat for the puriioso of forming a 
sinking fund for the ;)ayment of tho said 
ilubentures and the interest at the rate 
aforesaid to become duo thereon, an equal 
siiecial rftto of ono-fourtli of one per cent, 
on the dollar shall, in addition to all 
other rates, bo raised, levied and collected 
in each year upon all rateable property in 
the said IMunicipality during the continu- 
ance of tho said debentures or any of 
thor.i. 

C. Clause two of tho " Victoria Kove- 
0110 Bylaw, 1875," as amended by the 
" ^Vater Works Dobonture and Roveinio 
bylaw Amendment Bylaw, 1877," and 
further amoiulcd Ijy •' Tlic Bylaw to .Au- 
thorize tho Raising of Twenty Thousand 
Dollars, 1878," is hereby further amend- 
ed by striking out tho words " cighl- 
tonths" and substituting tho words " ele- 
ven-twentieths." 

7. It shall be lawful for tho said Muni- 
cip:d Council from time to time to pur- 
chase any of the said debentures, iiiul 
.such dobcnttircs shall be so expressed as 
to entitle the said Council to redeem and 
inircliase the same on paying the amount 
tlioroof and interest due theroon to tiio 
date of such purchase to tho holders 
tl'.oreof, and all debentures so repurchas- 
ed shall bo forthwith cancelled and de- 
stroyed, and no re-issue of dobentiiros 
shall bo made in consequence of sueli ro- 
purchtiso. 

8. That this Bylaw Hh.all take eHecl and 
come into operation upon tho l.st dav of 
July, A. D. 1880. 

0. This Bjdaiv may bo cited for all pur- 
poses as " The Bylaw to Authorize the 
Raising of Seventy Thousand Dollars, 
18S0."
